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Return Tickets? 

A Vancouver despatch says that 
British Columbia will send every 
available man to the prairies to 
help in the harvest. That sounds 
well. It is probably also true, By 
all accounts there are a good many 
thousand men in the coast 
who are available for any sort of 
a job with a pay check attached 
to it 
ers from that direction is, there- 
fore. likely to be large, especially 
if the civie authorities or the B.C. 
government provide free trans 
portation as a means of reducing 
the surplus labor supply. 

But a question of some import- 
ance. alike to the men and to the 
prairie towns Is: are the harvest- 
ers to be supplied with return tick- 
ets? The harvest will be over in 
two or three months. When it has 
ended the prospect of getting 
work on the prairies will be no bet- 
ter than in Vancouver now or 
then. Aside from the temporary 
demand created by the harvest, 
there are more men in the prairie 
centres looking for jobs than there 
are jobs to be found, and the pros- 
pect is that employment will not 
be any more plentiful next winter 
than it is now. No doubt it 


would ease matters there if the| 


coast cities could make the har- 
vest an excuse for shipping their 


iabor supply to the prairies for | 


the winter. But that would not 
benefit the men concerned, and it 
would certainly complicate condi- 
tions in the prairie towns and 
cities,

Harvest Wages 
? : 
A newspaper report states that 
ata council of western government 
jemployment agents recently held 


jin Regina, a wage scale of $4.00 a 
day for harvest help was fixed 
for this season. The report also 


stated that the Alberta representa- 
tives had suggested a rate of $3.00 
a day 

The farmers of the west will be 
interested to know that the rate 
of wages they must pay has been 
fixed for them in advance. Of 
}course, no combination of em- 
ployment agents can prevent a 
man from engaging in harvest 
work for less than a fixed sum 
jper day. Nor can any agencies 
compel a farmer to pay more than 
he sees fit. But with the work 
of distributing farm help restrict- 
ed to government agents it be- 
|comes possible to hold out to the 
laborer the prospect of a wage 
; that the farmer is unable to pay. 
/If this is done tthe result is bad 
|for both farmer and laborer; and 
equally bad for the general pub- 
lie, whose welfare depends in such 
|large measure on the profitable 
jresult of farming operations. 
if farming cannot be done at a 
profit it eannot be done at all. 

In farming, as in every othe 
industrial activity the labor cost 
in largest measure fixes the cost 
of production. The western farm- 
er produces for the export market, 
|therefore, he must take for his pro- 
duet what the world market will 
give him. He cannot know from 
}month to month, much less from 
}year to year, what that market 
jwill yield. Into his labor costs 
must always be figured the pos- 
sibility of a falling market. Hav- 
ing to sell on the world’s mark- 
jet at the world’s prices he is en- 
| titled to hire the labor he requires 
at its value in the open market. 
He cannot sell on the open mark- | 
et and produce at a cost artifi- 
cially increased. 

Last season the farmers through- 


out the greater part of Alberta} 
harvested a good average crop. | 
Prices were high The system 


of provincial government employ- 
|ment agencies made it possible to 
jraise the wages of harvest and 
threshing hands against them so| 
that although the season was fa- 
|vorable, it .was the most costly 
| crop to harvest and thresh that 
the country had ever seen. Eight 
land ten dollars a day were paid 
ifor harvest hands and ten to 
|fourteen a day for threshers. Had 
|market prices kept up the farmer 
might still have broke even. But 
prices come down with a run; the 
car shortage on government lines 
tied up the grain business until 
the bottom had dropped out al- 
together; some fall moisture gave 
jan excuse for grading the grain 
‘‘tough’’ and in the end farmers 
had colossal, and in many cases, 
ruinous, losses. 

The losses of the farmers cut 
down their purchasing power. 
Saw mills were shut down because 
the farmers could not buy lumber; 
business of all kinds was stalled ; | 
financial depression set in; and 
the cities were filled with unem- 
ployed all winter. This was the 
result—the necessary and un- 
avoidable result—of unprofitable 
farming operations in a good crop 
year. If prices had remained high, 
the farmer could have paid the 
big wages without On. if 
| wages had been low, he could have 
‘stood the low prices. But high | 
|wages and low prices together 
| practically cleaned him out, so far 
las the season's operations was 
lconcerned and everybody suffer- 
ed as a result.
